bellion were planted all over the South. 
No person at all familiar with contem- 
poraneous history needs to be told that 
the Democratic admioistretion of jjiat 
time, with Buchanan at the Lead, was 
entirely responsible for the progress of 
the rebellion between the period of Mr.

All 
his leisure time from November, 18GO, 
till March, 1SG1, the most anxious and 
disgraceful months in American history, 
was spent in searching tha constitution 
for proof that the government did not 
possess the right of sell-defense, and 
that the president had no authority to 
execute the laws. 
During that period 


the constitution was pretty thoroughly 
overhauled and discussed, as it is now. 
Buchanan and his followers earne to the 
conclusion that the constitution stood 
in the way of the exercise of any part 
of the government, and that tlie only 
way to preserve the former was to let 
the latter go to the dogs. The mass of 
the people reached a different conclu- 
sion. 
They held that the real object of 


the constitution was to establish and 
perpetuate a government, not to weaken 
and paralyza it. 
They held that the 


constitution was not an end, but a 
means to an end, and that in all cases of 
doubt it should be construed in favor of 
the government and not in favor of ans 
archy, or, what was the same thing, in 
favor of the enemies of the govern- 
ment. 
In short, they held that the 


Union and the constitution should be 
preserved, and they stood by this deter- 
mination. 


We submit, trif refore, that this whole 


question as to the right and duty of the 
president when the authority of the 
government is defied and the public 
peace is threatened, has been passed 
upon by the people. The wholeground 
has been gone over, and the people have 
decided that it is the duty of the pres- 
ident to enforce the laws and preserve 
the peace in all cases where other agen- 
cies fail or are likely to fail. 
They had 


enough of the temporizing, dilly dally- 
ing, do-nothing policy under Buchanan. 
They watched its result during four 
months of torture and disgrace, while 
the government, tied hand and foot by 
constitutional quibbles, was plundered, 
defied and undermined by its enemies. 
They do not want to see that passage 
in our history repeated. 
They have 


confidence in General Grant and expect 
him to preserve tho peace and enforce 
the laws. 
Buchanan's theory was that, 


under tho constitution, he had no power 
to suppress rebellion. Grant's theory 
is that, although the constitution does 
not give any formal directions on the 
subject, it nevertheless intended that 
rebellion should be l:nipped in the bud." 
The goody-goody people and strict con- 
structionists, who seem to think that 
tho constitution was made to protect 
law-breakers, would like to have Gen- 
Grant keep hands off and let tha rebel- 
ion came to a h? id in South Carolina 
Before interfering. 
Tho country has 


reason to be thankful that he is not that 
sort of man.
